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single species of glycopyrronium selected from the group of six compounds listed in 
claim 4. Further, the Examiner has required that we distinctly define any variable 
substituent groups required by the elected compound. If Group II is elected, the 
Examiner has required the further election of a single clinical condition from the group 
listed in claim 15. 

Applicants respectfully note that pending claim 4 does not recite a list of 
glycopyrronium species, but does recite a list of ciclesonide compound structures. 

ELECTION 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, drawn to claims 1-13 and 19, without traverse. 
Further, as required by the Examiner, Applicants elect as the single species of 
ciclesonide from the list of ciclesonide compound structures listed in claim 4, [1ip,16a- 
(R)]-1 6,1 7-[(Cyclohexy lmethylen)bis(oxy)]-1 1 -hydroxy-21 -(2-methyl-1 -oxopropoxy) 
pregna-1,4-dien-3,20-dion. Applicants also elect as the single species of 
glycopyrronium, the species exemplified in pending claim 8, in particular, (3R,2'R)-3- 
[(cyclopentylhydroxy phenylacetyl)oxy]-1 ,1 -dimethylpy rrolidinlum bromide, which 
substantially does not contain glycopyrronium in the S,S-, S,R- and/or R,S- forms. 

Also, as required by the Examiner, Applicants identify the following claims that 
are readable on the elected species: 1-13 and 19.
